One from Benton County Turns 
Up for Payment. 


JUBOE SHIRK, ATTORNEY 


Case Is Qaite Mysterioas and End ot 
the Investiiration Is Anx­ 
iously Awaited. 


Judge W . S. Shirk, of this city, 
is attorney for the plaintiff in a suit 
that has caused considerable ex­ 
citement in Benton county, and 
which will be referred to as follows 
in the Warsaw Enterprise, issued 
today: 
. ______ 


“ 
In August the Benton county 
court was notified by Judge Shirk, 
of Sedalia, that he held, as attor­ 
ney, an old 20-year $5^00 bond, and 
that unless it was promptly paid 
he would commence suit in the 
federal court. 
“ 
He was informed that the court 
would meet on Sept. 4th, and on 
the 5th the court referred the mat­ 
ter to County Attorney Brunjes 
for investigation, and Judge Shirk 
was then informed that the court 
would meet again on Sept. 24th to 
come to a conclusion. 
“ 
Judge Shirk,on Sept. 5th, had 
investigated the county court rec­ 
ord and came to the conclusion 
that the bond had not been paid, 
and so stated to the county court. 
“ 
Mr. Brunjes then investigated 
the same county court record, and 
his conclusion was that the bond 
was what was known as a judg­ 
ment bond, which had been sued 
upon in the circuit court by W . 
D. Lattimer and judgment ren­ 
dered thereon. 
“ 
Mr. Brunjes investigated the 
circuit court record and found this 
to be the case. 
He found that the 
stolen bond and another ot $500 
had consfituted one suit. He found 
the other bond in the suit on file in 
the file case. 
He found the num­ 
ber of the stolen bond tallied with 
*the number in the suit. 
He also 
found the pin^marks where it had 
been pinned to the petition with 
the other note. 
The stolen note 
had no file stamp on it. 
“ 
It is supposed that the lack of 
the filing stamp was occasioned by 
the clerk only stamping the bond 
on the outside. 
Mr. Brunjes then 
went to the warrants for 
1892 
and 
found 
a 
warrant 
for 
the 
same 
numbered 
bond 
for Lattimer. 
The warrant was 
issued to County Clerk Stratton 
for John Lucas, the attorney for 
the holder, and the same warrant 
the county treasurer asked and got 
payment for in his settlement in 
1894. 
The documentary evidence 
of the payment of the bond is con­ 
sidered complete. 
It would hardly 
be possible that anyone would sue 
for all he claimed and neglect to 
take the amount allowed by the 
court. 
“ 
The bond 
was 
undoubtedly 
stolen from the file case some time 
since 1892— perhaps quite recently. 
The thief took the unstamped bond 
because it was free from any marks 
to arouse suspicion. 
He had prob­ 
ably understood that there was an 
outstanding $5cko bond, which had 


been talked about. 
He supposed, 
also, that the bond would be paid 
without investigation, but the court 
very properly took the matter un­ 
der advisement, instead of accept­ 
ing the interpretation made to it of 
the county court record. 
“ 
The stolen bond, if it had been 
paid, would have called for a sum 
of about $2,cxx). 
' “ 
Judge Shirk says the bond was 
put into his hands for collection 
by the cashier of the Citizens’ Na­ 
tional bank of Sedalia. 
The latter 
informed him that it came from an 
old estate in Virginia. 
It is likely 
that whoever sent it to the bank 
was in collusion with the thief. 
“ 
A ll our citizens will rejoice 
that the well laid scheme of the 
thief, which circumstances seemed 
to favor, came to grief.”

one sued upon by him. 
If so, it 
was withdrawn from file before 
judgment was rendered upon it.

I know liow prone some 
newspaper men are to make a sen­ 
sation out of a small matter. From 
the newspaper accounts this morn­ 
ing there seem to be two sides to 
the statement. 
“ i)ne would indicate an unpro­ 
voked, malicious and premeditated 
attack upon Gov. Roosevelt. 
1 
cannot believe that any thing of 
this kind could easily occur in any 
part of the United States, and the 
people of the west are noted for 
their belief in free speech and in­ 
dependence of action above 
all 
things. 
“ In another newspaper account, 
however, there seems to be some­ 
thing of an explanation. 
It seems 
that a uniformed ‘rough rider,’ 
who must have been a brute, forci­ 
bly took a Bry an banner from a 
woman and threw it down. 
And 
if this be true, I am not surprised 
that there was a bitter feeling to­ 
ward this uniformed rufllan, and it 
naturally extended to any body who 
seemed to protect him in his bru­ 
tality . 
“ I am very sure that Governor 
Roosevelt did not know of his con­ 
duct, and that if he afterwards 
learned of it, he strongly depre­ 
cated the fellow’s action and dis­ 
missed him from his following. 
“ All together I am inclined to 
think that an unpleasant occur­ 
rence of no great magnitude h^s 
arisen from some circumstances not 
creditable to either side. 
If an at­ 
tack has been made upon Gov. 
Roosevelt, of which I am not con­ 
vinced, I regret it deeply and con­ 
demn it strongly . 
I would rather 
think that the publicity given to 
the incident is an effort to get a 
little political advantage from a 
matter of very little consequence 
in itself.”
